Senate wrapped up its election- 
year fram bill tonight§ after 
Democrats scored a major vic- 
tory. 

Participation in the soil bank 
was made a necessary condition 
for a farm to share in price sup- 
ports in 1957, Participation in 
1956 would be voluntary. 

Final passage came on a roll 
call vote of 93 to 2. 

As it now stands the bill calls 
for $1,700,000,000 in new money 
to aid farmers and at least a 
billion more through increased 
federal price supports. 

Loaded with 41 amendments, 
the bitterly contested bill now 
goes to a Senate-House confer- 
ence for the purpose of ironing 
out differences with a measure 
the House adopted last year. 


“FAR FROM IKE” 


Administration forces con- 
demned the Senate bill before 
final passage, while Democrats 
looked upon it as the best pos- 
sible legislation after the defeat 
of rigid price supports. The ad- 
ministration won its fight to re- 
tain the present flexible price 
support system but the over-all 
bill presented a Democratic vic- 
tory through amendments. 

Senator Aiken (R-Vt.), who was 
floor manager for the adminis- 
tration, asserted the bill “has 
been’ warped, and emasculated 
beyond any visible resemblance 
to the program recommended 
by” President Eisenhower.

“As the bill now stands, it 
woul@ demoralize our farm 
economy,” the top Republican 
on the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee told the Senate in a 14- 
page denunciation. He hoped the 
Senate-House conferees would 
quickly remedy the defects he 
detailed before sending it to the 
President.

The Louisiana 
board, for example, met in se- 
cret and threw out 13,000 Til- 
den votes and 2,000 Republican 
ballots, converting a Tilden ma- 
jority into a substantial one for 
Hayes. Similar ‘‘jobs’’ were 
done in the other two states.

Russia Pays 
$724,947 for 
Felling Plane 


WASHINGTON, March 19 (Pe 

The State Department announced 
today Russia has paid this country 
$724,947.68 in damages for shooting 
down a U.S. Navy Neptune plane 
over the Bering Sea June 22. 
| It was the first time that Rus 
sia or any of her satellites ever 
paid any reparations for attacks 
‘on American aircraft. 
The department said the Rus- 
sian check was delivered last Fri- 
day. That was the same day the 
Jnited States abandoned efforts to 
get Russia and Red Czechoslovakia 
to pay for two other American 
planes they downed in 1952 and 
1953. 

The Soviet Union's check for the 
Navy Neptune was accompanied 
by a note reaffirming its previous 
couténtion that the plane had vio- 
lated the Russian frontier.

FBIs Hoover Sees American Reds 


Oozing in Open To Exploit Geneva 


WASHINGTON, March 19 — J. 
Edgar Hoover has advised Con- 
gress that American Communist 
strategists are planning to seep 
out of their underground hiding 
places to capitalize on ‘‘the Geneva 
spirit.” Although this ‘spirit’? has 
flagged somewhat since the ‘‘sum- 
mit’’ meeting last July, the Amer- 
ican Reds seem to have faith that 
enough of it is left for distinct 
Communist gains in this country. 

This conclusion was drawn from 
closed-session testimony given by 
the director of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation last month before 
a House appropriations subcom- 
mittee. The transcript was made 
public today. 


OUT OF HIDING 


From this testimony it appeared 
to be an FBI conclusion that Amer- 
ican Reds planned to come out of 
hiding to make the ultimate use of 
loyal Americans, either just plain 
dupes or persons of eager “‘pseudo- 
liberals,” 

Meanwhile, Hoover’s testimony 
stated, the FBI was able to count 
only some 22,000 acknowledged 
Communists in the United States. 
Some were out.in the open, had 
faced trial and been convicted of 
seeking to overthrow the govern- 
ment of the United States by force 
and violence. Others were in the 
underground or accepting constitu- 
tional protection against incrimi- 
nating themselves by answering 
questions put by investigating pan- 
els. 

An alarming fact, Hoover said, 
was that for each open and sworn 
Communist there were 10 or 
more fundamentally loyal Amer- 
icans playing the Red game, us- 
ually innocently. It was the Com-

West Must Hold 
Algeria and Cyprus 


Two of the world’s many focal points 


of feverish “nationalistic” infection are 


Algeria and the island of Cyprus. 

In both, conditions deteriorated until 
“the decision of abandonment or resolute 
' occupation was at hand. In each instance 
the nations directly involved, France and 
Great Britain, have acted with com- 
“mendable and necessary firmness. 

Algeria and Cyprus happen to be 
more than areas where colonialism and 
nationalism are hot and fanatic issues. 
They are critical, strategic bases. If this 
quality were not involved, solution would 
have been easy. But it is involved. 


Greek patriots, subverted by some of 
their politicians, must know that Cyprus 
cannot be allowed to fall into Communist 
hands. Friends of Greece can see what 
somie of the more emotional cannot. It 
is that Greece herself is having a difficult 
time preventing either Communist fontrol 
or a coalition of Communists in her gov- 
ernment. 

Greece has done a fine, heroic job. 
But she could not at all guarantee ‘to 
hold Cyprus. And Cyprus must be held, 
The Turks, who ceded the island to 
Britain, also have a valid claim to a Cy~- 
prus free of Communist control.

France, lacking manpower, deeply 
damaged by her failures in Indochina, 
has had to move two divisions from her 
NATO commitments to Algeria. 

That, too, comes under the heading 
of necessity. 

The Russians certainly are not now 
going to attack in Europe. They are pre- 
occupied by an internal job of tearing 
down the monolithic myth of Stalin. 


Algeria comes under a different head- 
ing from that of Morocco and Tunisia. 
It has been French since 1830. As early 
as 1879 it came under the civil govern- 
ment of France, and was, and is, an in- 
tegral part of France. While the French 
have bungled there and~have permitted 
their colonists to indulge in e most 
stupid and dangerous acts calculated to 
excite and alienate the native population, 
that population also was being agitated 
and exploited by Communist agents who 
poured all available propaganda gasoline 
on the fires of nationalism. :

Stalin Lie Is Exposed; 
What Is the Motive? 


Nikita Khrushchev is exactly right. 

Joseph Stalin was indeed a bloody 
tyrant and a murderer. 

That Khrushchev and others knew it 


all along but couldn’t say so publicly 


until. now doesn't lessen the pleasure of 
the free world in having it said. 

Why the Stalin myth is being de- 
stroyed cannot be too mysterious al- 
though the world is puzzled today. 

It is at once obvious that if Khru- 
shchev and his associates did not believe 


they could move to this task of destroy- 


ing the lie of Stalin’s life so long: sold to 
the Russian people, they would not have 
attempted it. 

That Marshal Zhukov and the Red 
army enthusiastically are behind the move 
is evidenced by the commendation of: it 
in Red Star, the army’s newspaper. Con- 
tents of it have been allowed to go 
through censorship. 

The Khrushchev move, therefore, is

one of strength, backed by the army and 
the police. It is a move which almost as 
surely has the backing of the masses of 
people. | 
Those who have followed the story 
as it has unfolded since Stalin’s death 
will recall that in the hours immediately 


‘ after Stalin’s -bloody soul had departed, 


the leaders went on the air asking for 
calmness and support. 

The New York Times’ Harrison Salis- 
bury and the Associated Press’ Eddie 
Gilmore days later were alloweu to write 
of the “sense of relief’? which seemed 
to permeate the Russian air and of the 
carefully guarded reaction of the people, 
weary of terror and repression. 

There are millions in Russia who grew 
up on the lie that Stalin was the kindly, 
protective “father” of all Russians. Lack- 
ing a religion, the Communists substi- 
tuted Stalin and that murderer assisted 
them in the job. 

The net likely will be a gain, tempo- 
rarily at least, for the West. The Russian 
satellites were created under Stalin. Their 
parties have been purged of all but loyal 
Stalin supporters. They will be restive. 
There will be flights of Stalinites into 
the West, particularly into Berlin. If 
Malenkov has any brains he will remain 
in Britain—unless, of course—he has 
agreed to come back and tell all on his 
old boss. Molotov is in real danger. 

This pushes the likelihood of military 
aggression further into the background. 
It increases the effectiveness of Commu- 
nist propaganda in Asia. 

While a temporary benefit, it in- 
creases our need for an effective long- 
range foreign policy plan.

Bromfield, Fred Allen 


Gave Much to America 


Within a span of 24 hours two well- 
known Americans, notable in widely 
separated fields, succumbed to sudden 
illnesses. They were the comedian Fred 
Allen and the farm expert-novelist Louis 
Bromfield. ; 

Fred Allen, who will always be the 
greatest American comedian to those who 
learned comedy during radio and before 
television, died of a Coronary attack. (The 
news, incidentally, quite inevitably will 
further disturb those who worry about 
President Eisenhower’s health. Fred Allen, 
who had Suffered a previous hypertension, 
had been given a clean bill of health the 
day before his fatal attack. 

As Allen pioneered and gave impetus 
to a new, “creative”. sense of American 
comedy and humor, Bromfield turned 


‘from novel writing to farming. He came 


along at the time the New Deal was 
setting up agencies such as the Soil Con- 
servation Service to “restore” soil. 

America, profligate in her early years 
with soil, timber and raw materials, 
learned that so-called “worn-out” soil 
could. be rebuilt. Bromfield’s skill as a 
writer enabled him to give a picture to 
the average man. He stirred imagination 
by experiments, writings and lectures. 
That he had a very prominent part in 
the drive to rebuild our depleted acres is 
but a part of his contribution to American 
life and letters. 

Bromfield visited Georgia several 
times and has many friends in the state 
who recall him with affection and appre- 
ciation.

Vero Beach, Fla.—When the re- 
port came out of Moscow that So- 
viet schools would graduate 1,650,- 
000 engineers this year and Khrush- 
chev was quoted as saying, ‘We 
shall see who has the most engi- 
neers, Russia or the United 
States,’"’ some of our newspaper 
writers were stampeded into the 
conclusion’ Russia had exceeded 
our output of engineering talent. 

Well, surely by now we have 
become inured to statements of 
chronic visualizers -of Soviet su- 
premacy in this and that direction. 
But it could be the alarmists have 
this time been tripped up by the 
meaning of a word. 

The classic case of disparity in 
word meanings is, of course, our 
concept of democracy and the Rus- 


sian. And this may be no {ime to . 


jump to conclusions about what en- 
gineer signifies as to those being 
graduated from technical schools 
in the Soviet Union. The number 
Moscow reports, for what it is 
worth, does exceed that of grad- 
uate engineers our colleges and 
universities will turn out this year. 
But our graduates are trained for 
the higher levels of design and re- 
search in industry. They are not 
trained to be mechanics in the 
service trades. 


Our secondary and trade schools 
annually turn out millions of indi- 
viduals, prepared to enter the serv- 
ice trades. But they are not called 
engineers. If we should combine 
our total output of technicians and 
engineers, then we may graduate 
double or even triple the number 
the Soviet Union does. Indeed this 
highly mechanized way of life we 
live in might well start grinding 
to a halt, unless we did.

Opposing Nehru? 


WASHINGTON—One of 


the welcome facts 
which Secretary of State Dulles will have found 
on his recent trip to New Delhi is that much 


influential Indian opinion, outside the government, is openly dissatis- 
fied with the extent to which Premier Nehru has “compromised Indian 


neutrality’’ by pro-Soviet gestures 


It needs to be said instantly that 
Indian opinion decisively supports 
the Nehru objective of Indian neu- 
trality—a policy which Americans 
ought generously to understand 
since we practiced it so long our- 
selves. What is significant is that 
some leading Indians are looking 
with increased misgiving upon the 
odd picture of Messrs. Bulganin 
and Nehru with their arms sym- 
bolically around each other. They 
know that the free world can’t tell 
who’s embracing whom and they’re 
not quite sure themselves. * 


The voice of this new self-criti- 
cism is the Eastern Economist, a 
respected and informed Indian 
magazine which reflects the opin- 
jon of the nation’s business- com- 
munity and which devotes all of 
its annual issue to a critical study 
of India’s relations with the Soviet 
Union, Communist China and the 
free world. 

What the magazine is saying, it 
seems to me, in some 50,000 words 
is that the Indian government takes 
a wishful, we-trust-you, purring at- 
titude toward Communist military 
strength and satellitism and a criti- 
cal, we-distrust-you, suspicious at- 
titude toward Western military 
strength and its goal of seeing 
satellite peoples ultimately free.

Sheats blamed newspapers for 
a “large measure’ of juvenile 
delinquency. ‘‘You can’t hold 
public figures up to ridicule and 
expect children to have respect 
for law and order,”’ said the at- 
torney. 

He also struck at newspapers 
which he said “ridicule” 
churches and their reform efforts 
and school systems. 


DeKalb County will hire 150 
new teachers and ‘‘consider” 
raising teachers’ pay with funds 
received from the state in the 
multi- million-dollar appropria- 
tion to the state’s schools. 

DeKalb School Supt. Jim 
Cherry said the additional funds 
will be used to “‘reduce the an- 
ticipated deficit of $600,000 by 
more.than half.’ He did not say 
how the grant will affect taxes. 


Cherry, who has for years 
fought for school appropriations 
on a current basis, was jubilant 
that the move had been approved. 
‘The new funds will make pos- 
sible the employment of the ad- 
ditional teachers for the more 
than 4,000 new pupils who will 
flock into DeKalb schools in the 
fall,”’ Cherry said. 


Cherry added that the state 
board’s action ‘“‘will provide fi- 
nancial relief for all the school 
systems—those which are grow- 
ing and those which are not.”’ 


In the large, growing systems, 
the state has long failed to pay 
on the educations of many stud- 
ents, Cherry said. “The state, by 
this action, is assuming its share 
of responsibility for additional 
pupils.”’

tial, but no statistics are available. 

These nomresidents not only ag- 
gravate the educational problems 
but they do not pay the non-resi- 
dent tuition required under District 
law, In some categories this runs 
as high as $375 a year. A white or 
Negro child living in nearby Mary- 
land or Virginia who wanted to at- 
tend would normally have to pay 
tuition. 

When integration began, there 
were many forebodings of the re- 
sults. The major fears expressed 
|were that intermingling of the 
races would create major prob- 
lems of morals, health and disci- 
pline. These apprehensions do not 
appear to have been justified. 

Trouble between Negroes and 
whites has not developed on a 
measurable scale. The most notice- 
able demonstration was a four-day 
“strike” in about half a dozen 
schools in October 1954. 

In the classrooms students may 
sit where they please. Teachers 
say that a Negro pupil usually will 
sit beside another Negro, if a seat 
is available, in preference to sit- 
ting with a white classmate, and 
vice versa. 


EAT APART 


Although both races eat in the 
same restaurants or cafeterias, the 
pattern seems to be for Negroes to 
eat at one table and whites .at an- 
other. Segregation is by choice, not 
by rule, 

Several white teachers said that 
Negroes of higher educational or 
economic levels often were more 
“uppity’’ to members of their own 
race than white people were. 

One of the strongest misgivings 
of anti-integrationists here and 
elsewhere has been that contact 
on dance floors and in other social 
associations would lead to wider 
intermarriage. Dr. Butcher said 
she saw no evidence of this. 

There are a large number of 
schools still largely ‘‘segregated’”’ 
because of the predominant racial 
pattern of the neighborhoods. Thir- 
teen schools have no white pupils 
and four have no colored pupils; 
seven schools have only one white 
student and three have only one 
Negro. 


NEGROES PREDOMINATE 


The school system, so far as pu- 
pils are concerned, is about 65 per 
cent Negro. However, an unofficial 
census by the Washington Board of 
Trade placed the total population 
of the city at 840,000 at the end 
of 1955—of this total, 475,000 were 
white and 365,000 were Negroes. 

The white population has been 
decreasing and the Negro inhab- 
itants increasing since the official 
1950 census. That tabulation gave 
the white population as 517,000 and 
the Negro population as 280,000.

Wreck of Missing Plane Is Found 
In Water, Not Bodies of 5 Aboard 


MIAMI, Fla., March 19 %—The twisted wreckage of a 
private plane missing since Thursday with five persons 
aboard was found strewn over a 100-yard area in 10 feet of 
water today, but the Coast Guard reported no bodies had 
been found. . . 

The wreckage of the twin-engine craft was located 10 
miles west of Eleuthera on the western rim of the Bahamas, 
the island the plane took off from Thursday on a trip to 
Miami. 

Both wings were ripped off and the propellers were 
wrenched from the engines. 

The wreckage was spotted by two private planes taking 
part in the fourth day of a sweeping search. 

Later, another private plane landed on the water at the 
wreck scene and a son-in-law of one of the missing pas- 
sengers identified a golf bag found in the wreckage. 

Coast Guard authorities said, however, “we have been 
able to find no evidence of bodies’’ at the wreck scene.

The Ochlocknee River is not 
much more than a big creek 
in Georgia, where it rises be- 
tween Moultrie 


and Sylvester, 
but by the 
time it gets 
past Tallahas- 
see, Fla., it 
provides more 
water within a 
sqtare mile 
than the aver- 
age man could 
fish in a month 
—and fish cor- 
rectly in a 
summer. 


Tales have drifted back about 
the bass catches in this river 
near Sopchopp by 
Clyde Lawson, Tech’s Ray 
Graves and Coach Dodd and 
many others. I was privileged 
to survey the hiddenmost creek 
nooks and crannies just recent- 
ly and caught bass in weather 
that would ordinarily discour- 
age. 

Right now, the banks of the 
river are previewing Georgia’s 
Easter beauty. The dogwood 
glistens like ivory dust along 
the banks, and the Tide-eye 
or, Ty Ty, if you prefer) is full, 
heavily fragrant and like snow 
trees. 

This, they say, has been fairly 
early spriug and should make 
bass fishing great. It was great 
—but not so great as the folks 
there would have it.

They use only three or four 
lures there in the brack, am- 
ber-ruby-colored water: the 
Yellow Sally and Silver Doctor 
with No. 4 spinners ahead and 
green pork-chunk on the hook; 
Nip I Diddees, injured minnows 
and plunkers. 

I used the same, and caught 
as many bass (for the little 
time there) as ahyone. Seven 
folks caught about 32 bass in 
two days and the wind blew a 
gale in the river and riffled the 
moss-hung creeks and lakes. 

The lures to which they have 
“educated” the bass worked 
well, but I learned one thing: 
you can catch bass on the Lazy 
Ike there, too, 

When in Rome, do as the 
Romans, but leave some time 
to try your favorite lure, too. 
For what someone else manip- 
ulates best, you may never be 
able to use correctly. 

While talking to a guide 
named Oren Joiner from Pan- 
acea I learned that the king 
mackerel should be running 
pretty soon out of Panacea and 
St. Marks. Last spring, he said 
he saw more “kingfish’’ over 
20 pounds than in years. 

But before I try that, I'd like 
to try those bass again on a 
day when the nor’eastgr isn’t 
whistling and the niptide does 
not frustrate.

D. Shores of Birmingham, said 
they would contest Judge 
Carter’s decision in overruling de- 
murrers which contended the de- 
fendants have committed no un- 
lawful act and therefore can’t le- 
gally be brought to trial.

A member of the faculty of the 
University of Oklahoma School of 
Medicine, Yeager said dental and 
medical schools are beginning to 
devote as much attention to the 
supporting tissues — gums -and 
bones—as to teeth. 


Dr. Walter C. McBride, a De- 
troit dentist who specializes in 
treating children, said the child 
should make his first trip to the 
dentist when he is 3% to 4 years 
old. He said children at that age 
can be made to understand that 
their teeth must be cared for.

Dr. McBride expressed hope that 
more communities would add. flu- 
orides to drinking water because, 
he said, it will reduce the number 
of cavities in children’s teeth.

Woman Farm Expert Visits Hechts, 
Gets Tips To Take to West Germany

Agriculture, one of Georgia's 
top resources, soon may be car- 
bon-copied in West Germany. 

Mrs. E. Von Barsewisch of 
Frankfurt, farm-hopping through- 
out the United States under the 
sponsorship of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, was in 
town during the weekend with 
her friends, Austrian Consul 
Robert Hecht and Mrs. Hecht, 
at their home on Peachtree Bat- 
tle avenue. 

“Livestock and dairy farm- 
ing are of particular interest 
to me,” she said following a 
visit to the Lovejoy farm of 
former Gov. Herman Talmadge 
and Mrs. Talmadge. ‘‘Women 
in my country do not go in for 
cattle raising and it was a reve- 
lation to me that anyone as 
small and pretty as Mrs. Tal- 
madge could tackle such a big 
job.”’ 

The German woman took 
notes, supplied her by the for- 
mer governor, on the Georgia 
method of planting pine trees. 

The visitor said: 

“T have specialized in the 
study as well as the raising of 
Holstein cattle. In my country 
we do not grow cotton, corn or 
any citrus fruits. As much in- 
formation as I can gather on 
cattle and dairy farming will 
be a great economic help.”’ 

In addition to visiting the 
Talmadge farm, Mrs. Barse- 
wisch went to the city prison 
hog farm at Panthersville*for a 
look-see into the setup there. 


REARED ON FARM 


Although reared on a farm 
herself, the visitor said that 
she has to confine her present 
farming interests to study, 
writing for farm journals and 
teaching home economics. 

She is a refugee from the 
Eastern zone of Germany and 
has no farm land now. Her 
present tour, on which she was 
sent by the German govern- 
ment, is for 7 days during 
which time she plans to visit 
the fruit orchards of the West 
and the wheat fields of the 
Middle West. 

She also is interested in ob- 
taining information which will 
aid German farmers to raise 
their income by control of ani-
